He may be sent to Jail and Ik 
mulcted for heavy mouetary damages 
for one offense. The laws against 
murder, arson and attacks on women 
are by no moans as severe as the st at 
utes relating to llliel. Every man 
maligned or misrepresented in print 
has ample legal recourse in Kentucky 

The preceding city council refund- 
ed bonds at t» per cent, when tin 
country wag laboring under the great- 
est business depression in Its history 
and when money on call was 5 and « 
per cent. In New York. The present 
. vil did manage to refund some at 
O per cent when business had Itecn 
stimulated hy pro*pcilty and call 

was 24 and ■'< per cent. At the 

same time New York city floated 
bonds at .1 per rent, and reaped a 
premium of Si per cent, making Mi 
rate 2 7-10 per cent., receiving at 
these figures fifteen times more bids 
than bonas. The Paducah council 
can hardly find bmntlng material In 
this little refund flourish of one- 
fourth of one per cent, especially 
when by una suit of repudiation it 
made a damaging attack M the city 
credit.

She sUile a diamond from her 
employer and was arrested, tried, and 
convicted and seived a two years' 
sentem'e in the penitent lary at Jeffer- 
son Cltv. This unfortunate and mis- 
guided girl came from a family or 
poor, but hardworking and respecta- 
ble ticrmaus in Kandoloh county, Il- 
linois, She went to Tt. Liiu- and 
was ignorant of its way-, she did an 
honest day 's work tor c\ery cent -he 
received. Her hands were red and 
rough. She was not educated bjkI she 
spoke^with'a decided accent. In Jan 
unguarded moment she took a dia- 
mond from her mistress' collection. 
She went to the penitent iary. The 
law was vindicated she had com 
mitted a simple theft— not continu- 
ously larceny as In the case of Miss 
Campbell.
